(Awat)- 1945 and (Kurdistan)- 1945- 1946 and (rozhy new)- 
1960 together with a number of other publications. 

Journalism no doupt was the source of Kurdish language 
in the field of translation and development of Kurdish 
idioms and terms until the founding of Kurdish linguistic 
academies the seventies of the twentieth century. We hope 
that this special Kurdish terms dictionary will be a help for 
specialists who work in this field, and enrich the Kurdish 
language all that is necessary in this specific area of life.
